Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present the Annual Report for 1967 on the 
health of your District, having been appointed to succeed Dr. T. M. 
Montford from March of this year: 


Dr. Montford had been your Medical Officer of Health for 
thirty seven years and his retirement owing to ill health is a sad 
loss to the Council and to the community. 


For the sake of completeness I include in the Report the 
statistical tables for 1966 which were not presented last year. 


The only infectious disease which occurred to any significant 
extent was Measles, 128 cases being notified. Protection against 
this disease can now be given by a vaccine, and one would expect, 
as more children are immunised, that the epidemics of the past will 
be modified, as has been the case with Whooping Cough. 


The Death Rate of the area was 9.5 per thousand compared with 
11.2 for Hngland and Wales. Heart disease was the largest single 
cause of death, followed by cancer in various forms and vascular 
lesions of the nervous system in thet order. 


The Birth Rate was 19.0 per thousand compared with 17.2 for 
England and Wales. 


The population has, according to the Registrar General's estimate 
increased by 200 during the year. 


The Report of the Surveyor and Public Health Inspector is 
printed along with mine, and I should like to thank him and all the 
members of the Public Health staff for their helpful co-operation 
during the year.

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present my twenty third Annual Report 
on the work of the Department for the year 1967. 


New legislation introduced during the year worthy of mention 
is the Civic Amenities Act, 1967 and the Meat Inspection (Amendment) 
Regulations, 1967. 


The provisions of the former Act are designed principally to 
deal with the problem of abandoned vehicles and to control the 
dumping of refuse, and the Meat Inspection (Amendment) Regulations 
enable Local Authorities to fix hours during which slaughtering 
can be carried out. 


Although the programme for new Council Houses was retarded, 
the inspection of sub-standard property was continued and during 
the year forty two houses were brought up to standard with the 
necessary amenities. 


I must thank the Chairman of the Council, Chairmen of 
Committees and all Members of the Council for their support and 
interest in the Department, and would also thank the Clerk to the 
Council and members of my staff for their co-operation.

TOTAL "O22 
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REFUSE COLLECTION 
AND DISPOSAL. 

It is pleasing to report again that the collection of refuse from 
premises in the area continued at regular intervals and scarcely any 
complaints were received during the year. 


The refuse incinerator was put into commission during December 
and I can say from the outset that conditions on the controlled part 
of the tipping srea at Spittal improved considerably, rm inly on 
account of the change in character of the refuse from a decomposing 
mass to the inert clinker. There is however still a problem existing, 
for refuse of various kinds is taken to the Spittal and disposed of 
indiscrimately in the hedge along the road side; an objectionable 
practice and difficult to prevent since it usually happens after 
working hours. 


Several new litter bins were fitted in the villages and 
replacements made following vandalism. There were no prosecutions 
taken under the Litter Act, 1953 but from that one must not assume 
that everyone in the district paid strict attention to the slogan on 
certain postal packets to "ynrotect the countryside and take your 
litter home". 


The lengthy negotiations with the County Council were at last 
finalised and a satisfactory arrangement for street cleansing in the 
two larger parishes is agreed; the Rural District Council providing 
the equipment and the County Council providing the operator for at 
least three days each week. 


CARAVAN SITES AND CONTROL 
OF DEVELOPMENT ACT, 1960. 

Two applications for licences to site caravans in accordance with 
the requirements of the Town and Country Planning Acts were received 
Quring the year. The two privately owned caravan sites, with a total 
of fourteen caravans, were inspected and found to be tidy and well kept. 
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BUS STATION AND 
PUBLIC CONVENTENCES , 
CASTLE DONINGTON. 


The Bus Station and Public Conveniences at Castle Donington continued 
to be visited and cleansed daily but there were several occasions during 
the year when the conveniences in particular were found to be in 
conditions following mis-use and vandalism that they were incapable of 
use and providing the necessary public service. 


Again the main trouble is caused efter working hours and although 
the part answer may be on the lines of suggestions put forward that the 
conveniences be closed in the evening, I am fully convinced that the only 
answer for decent conditions at all times is to have a full time attendant 
when the conveniences are open. 


EWERAGE AND 
SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The extensions to Long Whatton sewage disposal works, including the 
recirculation system and grass plots for final polishing of the effluent 
were completed and brought into operation. As a result, all samples of 
final effluent taken from the works have complied with the River Board 
standards. 


At Kegworth the construction of the grass plots is virtually 
complete at the disposal works on Long Lane and seeding is being 
carried out. It is anticipated that the plots will be operational in 
the Spring of next year. 


The disposal works at Castle Donington are working to full capacity 
at the present time and a scheme is in course of preparation for the 
extension of the works which includes the provision of grass plots. The 
disposal of sludge still provides a problem and following an investigstion 
and meetings of the Committee the provision of a sludge pressing plant 
and other methods of sludge disposal is being given consideration by the 
Council's Consultant ingineers. 


At wilson the disposal works and sewers have been completed and 
specifications for the connection of existing house drainage systems 
into the main sewer under the provisions of the Public Health Act, 1936 
are in course of preparation. 


The manually operated pumping arrangements at Breedon disposal 


works are to be substituted by automatic electric pumps and if carried 
out to programme will be working during 1968. 
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OFFICES, SHOPS AND 
RAILWAY PREMISES ACT, 1963. 


Work has continued in connection with the provisions of the above 
Act relating to offices and shops situate in the rural area. The 
following table shows Jetails of registrations and the general

RODENT CONTROL. 


Systematic surveys were mace and treatments carried out at refuse 
tips, sewage works and all properties in the ownership of the Council. 


Visits were made to premises on complaint and surveys and treatment 
for infestations carried out. 


Two hundred and eighty infestations were dealt with during the year 
and six hundred and forty seven inspections carried out. 


HOUSING. 


At the end of the year there were two hundred and eighty one 
applicants on the list for the tenancy of Council Houses and during 
that time one hundred and three new applications were received. 


Seventy six new houses were erected in the district, eight by 
Local Authority and sixty eight by private enterprise. At the end 
of the year fifty nine houses were in course of erection, six by 
Local Authority and fifty three by private enterprise. 
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BUILDING REGULATIONS , 1965 

During the year two hundred and thirty six plans were submitted 
to the Council and approved in accordance with the provisions of the 
Building Regulations, 1965.
